New Identification System Devised 
For Farm Machinery 


A newly-devised method of 
placing a permanent identifi- 
cation number on farm mach- 
inery may soon bring a drastic 
reduction in the number of 
farm machines stolen through-

“Flu is a contagious res- 
piratory disease, but the whole 
body suffers,’ continues Mrs, 
Edwards, ‘Who is there who 
has never experienced the fe- 
ver, weakness, aching, and 
sometime sore throat and dry 
cough? And loss of appetite, 
All caused by influenza,” 

“But there is good news 
about flu, too,”” says Mrs, Ed- 
wards, “Your doctor knows if 
you are in a high-risk cate- 
gory, and which of the two 
kinds of flu vaccine is appro- 
priate,” 

High-risk groups are gen- 
erally described as chronically 
ill adults and children and old- 
er persons, especially those 
over 65, 

Two alternative vaccine for- 
mulas are available for dif- 
fferent age groups. Three 
Strains of vaccine are in each, 
but in different amounts, 
Individuals under 26 years of 
age willreceive a larger amount 
of the forfnula for what last 
winter was called “the Russian 
flu’, 

The Russian flu, which is 
believed to have started in 
mainland China--not Russia-- 
quickly spread across the So- 
viet Union and to other coun- 
tries, It surfaced in the United 
States in early 1978, first in 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, and then 
in other areas, Those affected 
were almost all young--under 
26, school children, college 
Students and military recruits. 

“During their shorter life 
times, young people have not 
generally lived through a siege 
from a similar strain,” says 
Mrs, Edwards, ‘Therefore, 
they have built up no immun- 
ity.”’ 

It is recommended by the 
federal government’s Center of 
Disease Control that young

DISPOSAL LAGOONS FOR HOG 
OPERWTIONS 


With the recent increase in 
hog production, it is most im- 
portant to provide facilities for 
the proper disposal of solid ani- 
mal wastes, Alabama laws and 
State Health Department regu- 
lations require a suitable dis- 
posal site for effluents re- 
Sulting directly from enclosed 
livestock operations, to pre- 
vent pollution of ground or sur- 
face water, 

Sites for lagoons should be 
carefully selected, as many 
factors which can affect the 
suitability of a location can go, 
unseen, Several things must 
be taken into consideration at 


the time of site selection. 
These are: (1) the water 
table; (2) soils; (3) frac- 


tured, fissured, or broken rock; 
(4) excessive seepage inflow; 
and (5) location of residen- 
tial houses and perennial and 
intermittent streams, 

First of all, the site sel- 
ected for a lagoon should not 
be in an area that is subject 
to a permanent or seasonal 
high water table, Seepage from 
a lagoon located in this area 
would cause pollution of ground 
water and water rising fromthe 
ground could cause the lagoon 
to malfunction, Lagoons lo- 
cated in these areas must be 
Specially designed and re- 
quire special construction tech- 
niques that will in turn be re- 
flected in the total cost of 
construction, 

Soils are the second most 
important item to check for a 
Suitable site, The charact- 
eristics of many soils appear 
hidden from the naked eye upon 
initial investigation, Trained- 
personnel of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service are able to 
pinpoint these areas and rec- 
ommend needed treatments or 
find a. more suitable location. 


Soils for a lagoon site should 
be heavy or contain clay, Areas 
with large sand deposits or 
deep sandy soils are subject 
to seepage and are therefore 
inadequate as a lagoon site. 
Sites investigated and found 
to contain sands or other per- 
vious materials must be 
Sealed with a compacted clay 
blanket, special sealant or a 
combination of these measures 
to make the bottom and side 
Slopes watertight, 

Where fractured, fissured 
or broken rock exists, the fea- 
Sibility of a disposal lagoon 
Site is limited. Shallow soils, 
those less than 20 inches to 
hard rock formations or con- 
Sist of broken sandstone, limi- 
Stone or fracture and tilted 
Shale are not suitable sites, 
and the lagoon site would be 
best located elsewhere, La- 
goons installed in areas like 
this require special atten- 
tion and cost could be another 
prohibiting factor, 

Locations with excessive 
Seepage overflow tend to cause 
the lagoon to fill up too 
quickly and could cause over- 
flow of the lagoon during heavy 
loading or rainfall. Adequate 
overflow measures must be de- 
Signed to prevent this contri- 
bution of surface pollution, Al- 
So, measures must be taken to 
insure against ground water 
contamination, 

Site selection for a lagoon 
Should .also take into consid- 
eration the proximity of resi- 
dential areas and perennial or 
intermittent streams, so that 
neighbors may not be offended, 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice has trained personnel ay- 
ailable to help with site sel- 
ection and lagoon design, If
